(as near as I could Difcover J and fad Progrejfe 
of the Cruel Wars between us and our Barbarous 
Enemies, the Indians 1 thought ( having this other 
isgreg ), your Curiofity might expeét, at lealt 
SSE (trom that knowledge I have for many years had 
ESS of your Courteous Difpofition ) was. affured 
your Good-nature Would Pardon , the trouble , of a Further Relation 
Of material Occurrences which have fince happened amongft us , the 
rather for that I remember my {lf under the voluntary Obligation 
of a promife {0 to do, | . | 
| My laft ( which I hope you Received ) was of the gth of February, 
167: : And ferioufly at that time my hand-trembled , and my_ heart 
almoft fainted , when my minde refleted on our prefent miferies , 
and revolved for the future what might be the [fue of that Deluge of 
Calamity which threatned us ; The Difpenfation we lay under was 
Cloady and affrighting , Frefh Meffengers ( like fobs fervants ) 
howrly arriving to bring the Dolefull Tidings of New Maffacres 5 
Slaughters and Devaffations committed by the Brutifo Heathens ; and 


certainly it cannot but deferve both Wonder and Commiferation , that” 


thefe parts which were not many Moneths fince hardly to be Parral- 
lel’d for plenty and fecurity , are now almoft deftroyed and laid wafte 
by the favage Cruelties of a bloody ( and fometimes defpicable ) Ene- 
my 3 who are now become fo well-furnifht with Arms and Ammu- 
nition ( by the bafe treachery we fear of fome of our Neighbours ) 
fo inftraGied in Difcipline by. Experience, and. hei htned in Pride by 
unexpetted fucceffe ,, That unleffe our God ( thats tender mercies are 


over all his works ) in. compaffien to the Englifh Nation in this Wil- 
dernefle, wonderfully appear for our deliverance, nothing could be 
expected but an utter Defolation 5 And of thishis gracious dealing to- 
wards us, we have latély had feverall Inftances, our Forces being 
crowned with fucceffe, and. the haan put to flight, or fo far a

4 Aving prefumed in Two former Letters to give 
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ded and difcouraged, that great Numbers have furrendred themfelves, 
when by our own Rreigth’ or outward Circumftanees we could leaft 
expect it. But that I may fet down things in fome Method, I fhall 
re fame the Narritive of our ‘Troubles, where. I left off in my latt 
Letter, and relate the moft confiderable ACtions from that time, inthe 

fame Order as.they happened. : 3 . 
After eae er sightyon the 19. of Movember, vy, ~~ I formerly 
gave you the Particularsj:our wounded men (in fumber about 150.) 
being dfeft, Wére fent iftto “Rhode-Lsland, as the béftplace for their 
Acommodation, where accordingly they were kindely received by the 
Governour, and others, enlyfome churlifh. Quakers were not free 
to entertain them, untill*compelled’ by~ the’ Governour: Of fo inhu- 
mane, peevifh and untoward a difpofition are thefe AV/abals, as not to 
Vouchfafe Civility to thofe that had ventured their Lives, and received 
‘dangerons wounds in their defence. As for the Indians that furvived 
the ‘attell: they forfook ‘their New-built Fort;and thatSwamp where, 
the Fight hapned, and pofted themfelves ina Swamptwenty mites diftant 
from thence: The Weather being’ extreme cold, sand the {now fo: deep, 
that we could not for fome'time march in purfuit of them5-yet. full 
kept. Scouts abroad daily ‘to obferve their Motions, and thereby shin- 
dred them from coming to the Seaide; killed and. took »Prifoners 
divers of thei,’ as they were found ftragling ; and burnt great -Num- 
bers of their igw2ms Cor houfes :) And being reinforced ~with fome 
Additionall Forces fronr Boffon and Pliviouth, together with a Bark la- 
den with Provifion, we refolved to’ fet upon them again with the 
firft opportunity’; ‘And°in order thereunto: marched to Poruxit, where. 
we underftood, That two nights. before the Indians had affaulted a. 
Gentlemans, Houfé about “break of day with ‘much Violence , and 
wounded Tivo men in it, ftriving to ‘Fire the Houfe feveral times, by 
fying Pine-fplinters or long Poles in‘a’Bunch fired, and held upon the 
Shingles; but thofe within prevented: that ftratagem from taking effect, 
beat off the Affailants, and found’ one of them left dead upon the 
place; But the Out-houfes and Hay the Zzdians burnt, and. drove a- 
way all the fheep and ‘cattel: We marched after them with all con- 
venient expedition, and came to the Swamp, where they had been, 
but moft of them were then fled, having by their Scouts difcovered 
the advance of our men; yet our Horfe killed, and took many of 
them, following the purfuit, tillour Horfes were tired, our men faint, 
and our victuals fpent;Infomuch that feveral horfes were killed and 
eaten, whereof the General (the worthy fofiah Winflow Efquire, Gover- 
nour of Mew-Zondon) eat his part, and inall as well hardfhips as dan- 
gers, Was not wanting to encourage his men by his own valiant ex- 
ample: But finding it both vain and hazardous to march farther after 
this flying rabble of barbarous Heathers, who we heard were then got 
together, about 5000. men women and. children, towards Quobage ; 
‘Our. Army lefc the Chace, and having placed a Garifon of about Se 
venty men, in Captain Smiths (a {trong) houfe, within four Miles of the 
Narraganfets Dwellings, marched homewards to Marleborough. and Ks 3

thence to Bojlox, where they were disbanded in December, 

‘But upon this, the /dsans began to appear abroad again as mifchie- 
yous as ever ; For the very next week they fet upon, Lancafter Town, 
Killed feveral people, and. carried away many prifoners; Such houfes 
as were fortified, defended themfelves, but the greateft part of the 
‘Town they fired and plundered; and had deftroyed, the whole place, 
had not Captain adfworth upon hearing of the Gunscome with great 
expedition from Sudbury, with a patty to their relief; \ After this they 
cut off a farm-houfe near Sudbury, killed.feven , people in a barbarous 


manner, and carried, fome away. captive: Three hundred of them. fee 


upon the Town of Mauidesfeld, and burnt -atleaft fifty: Houfes,: killed 
and took divers of the Inhabitants, being all furprifed before theipwere 
aware: For the fubtle Zrdians.near day-break, came about the Honfes 
privately, and. lay. clofein .the Fences;|,and, as.people came) out of 
their Houfes,. fhot them. down; Upon this ' the +Governour -of Aaf- 
fachufet Lent out about Five hundred or Six. hundred men under ithe 
Condué& of*Major Zbomas Savadge and Captain Aofely,| ab aext inCom- 
mand to him, who having intelligence.by.a) girl that “had made her 
efcape, that the Jzdiaus were. in Three Towns beyond :Qaoboge, march- 
ed thither, where they joyned Major Zreat with the Conweéticot Forces): 
but the Enemy were fled; only skulkingly out of the Woods,: they flaot 
one of Captain JéZofeleys men, and, wounded one or two.more: Butrheir 
main body being clofely purfued, difperfed.and ran.-into Hoods: and 
Swamps, i: that it was impoffible for our men to.come up with'them, 
and therefore marched away for. Hadleyand,, orthampton y to fecure 
them and the other Townsin thofe parts, and-by afpecial Providence 
came very feafonably; For within two,days after his Arrival , ZVor- 
thampton (though fortified round) was aflaulted; the’ CGentinel furprifed 
and flain, and the.Enemy -entred the ,Fortifications;, Being ignorant 
(as it is fuppofed) of any Recruits newly come thither; but found 
fuch warm entertainment, that though they had kindled their: fire, 
they durft not ftay to roaft their, break-faft, but were forced to’ fly 
with great confufion; we haying loft only three men, and the Enemy 
above twenty, as'was judged, though the jnumber ¢ould not be: cer- 
tainly known; it being their Cuftome .to earry.off their dead always 
with them, if poffible: The next. day they, |appeared about a thonfand 
ftrong, whereupon the Major drew out his Forces; and: purfued thene 
to their ufuall place of Rendevouz near Deerfield 3 Buti they would 
not abide his coming up with them,' but. fled. difperfedly ‘into 
Ee Woods, where he was able to do little or, no): Execution upon 
them. eo yi 
The Councill of Boffon ( to the great furprize of many people } 
refufing to maintain the /Varraganfet' Garrifon/, raifed by the United 
Colonies , lodged as aforefaid in Mr Smiths. houfe, they having: eat 
and deftroyed what they could., quitted; the {aid Houfe, thofe of the 
Soldiers that belonged to Consecéticot hiring.) Boat’ to tranfport them

-ing-tn ithe whole Town which they likewife furioufly attenipted to 
det on: fire-5 But‘ being? fortified with Arms and Mén as Garifons, they 
-withotheir -fhot,'Killed féveral of the Enemy, and prevented ‘fo much 
of their:defiene) SNor'do we hear that any perfon on our fide was 
hereveither flain éf taken‘eaptive ; But*the very next day two men co- 
mihg from AZalbury to Sudbury, wete fet wpon in the Woods by agreat 


- Number of Zzdian' Women, armed with Clubs, pieces of Swords, and 


theliké; who by their numbers having over-maftered the two poor 
Fravellers 5 that had nothing but’ fmall flicks to defend themfelves 
with, beat out their brains, and cut off their privy members, which 
they earried away ‘with them’ in triumph ; fo vain it is to expe any 
ithing ‘but the moft barbarous ufages from fuch a people amoneft whom 
the moft mildé and gentle'fex’ delight in cruelties, and have ‘utterly a- 
cee at once thetwo proper Virtues of Womankinde, Pity and 
Medefty!: belbaid bed yor # 3 ld BY 
“Their next Attempt ( I mean of any confiderable Body of the Jndi- 
ans.) Was upon a Town called 2Vafbaway, which'they fet fire to, and 
burnt down to the ground +; “Fhere' was little refiftance made here, 
people endeavouring ratherto efcape their Fury by flight then oppo- 
fitidn: 3 andyet they killed many, burnt the Town down to the 
ground, andi took no-leffe then five and fifty perfons into their merci- 
fefle Captivity: And that you may ‘perceive the malicious hatted thefe 
Infidels have to Religion and: Piety, it may be obferved, how they 
endeavour to fignalize their Cruelty, and gratifetheir enraged fpleen, 
chiefly on the promoters of it 5 For of thefe 55. Captives, the Mini- 
fter of the Towns Relations made up no leffe then feventeen, viz. Mrs. 
Rowlinfon the Minifters- Wife, and his three Children, and two Sifters 
ofherown, with feven, and the other with four Children; As they 
were leading. them away in this lamentable condition, one of the ‘S14 
fters: being big with childe, going into the Woods to be privately de- 
livered, the Zzdians followed, and in a jeering manner, they would 
help her andbe her Midwives, and thereupon they barbaroufly ript 
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Gp be. -dy, ana burnt the childe before her face, and then in amer- 
cifull cruelty, to put her out of her pain, knockt her o’th head; There 
‘was a Report that they had forced Mrs Rowlinfon to marry the. one- 
eyed Sachem, but it was foon contradidted 5 For being a very pious 
Woman, and of great Faith, the Lord wonderfully fupported her un- 
der this affliction, fo that fhe appeared and behaved her felf amongft 
them with fo much courageand majeftick gravity, that none durft of- 
fer any violence to her, buton the contrary (in their rude manner ) 
-feemed to fhew her great refpect; But who can expreffe the forrows 

of her Husband, the Minifter, and his Brother, when returning from 
Bofton, prefently after the Engagement, they found all their Goods de- 
ftroyed, their Houfes laid in afhes, and their dear Wives and Children 
thus miferably captivated: This was.a fit Scene for Faith and Patience 
to be exercifedin; In fucha junfture of affairs a man had need have 
a God to go to for fupport, and an Intereft in Chrift to. yield him 
Confolation: Mr Repay after much pains and trouble raniomed his 
‘Wife for Twenty Pounds, and got her out of their hands, but his chil- 
dren and the reft ( if living ) remain ftillin that moft Wretched 
Slavery. | : | 
| “About the fame time one Mr. Clarks Wife, Children, and all his Family 

at his Farm-houfe two miles from Plimouth, were furprized and killed, ex- 
cept one Boy, who was knockt down, and left for dead, butafterwards 
taken upand revived; The houfe they plundred of provifion and goods 
toa great value, Eight compleat Arms, 304. of Powder, with an an- 
{werable Quantity of Lead for Bullets, and 150/. in ready money, The 


faid Mr, Clark himfelf narrowly efcaping their Cruelty by being at thate 


Inftant ata Meeting. 

Sunday the 26th of March was fadly remarkable to us for the Tidings of 
avery deplorable difafter brought unto Boffoz about 5 a Cloak that after- 
noon by a Poftfrom Dedham, viz. That Captain Pesrce {cituate in Plim- 
mouth Colony, having Intelligence in his Garrifon at Seaconicke, that a 
Party of the Enemy laynear Mr. Black/fones, went forth with 63 Zxeli(h, 
and 20 of the Cape Jndians, ( who had all along continued faithful, and 
joyned with them ); and upon their march, difcovered rambling in an 
- obfcure woody place, 4 or 5. Zvdians, who in getting away from us hal- 
ted as ifthey had been Lame or wounded ; But our men had purfued them 
buta little way into the woods, before they found them to be only De- 
-coys to draw them into their, Ambufcade; For on a fudden, they 
difcovered above 500 Judians, who in very good order furioutly at- 
tacqued them, being as readily received by ours So that the Fight. 
began to be very fierce and dubious, and our men had made the 
Enemy begin to retreat, but fo flowly, that it fcarce deferved that 
name; when a frefh company of about 400. Jvdians, came in, fo 
that the English and their few Zedian friends were quite furrounded, and 
befet om every fide; Yetthey made a brave refiftance for above Two 


hours; During all which time, they did great execution upon. the- 


Enemy, whom they kept at a diftance, and themfelves in order 5 For 
Captain Pierce cat his 63. Englifh and 20 /sdians into a Ring, and 
) Goi 1 a} aoe. 
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fought back to back, and were double-double diftance all in one Ring, 
whilt the Zzdians were as thick as they could ftand Thirty deep’ 
Over-power'd -with whofe Numbers, the faid Captain, and 55. of 
his Englifh, and ten of their Zzdian friends were flain upon the place : 
which in fuch a-Caufe, and upon fuch difadvantases may certainly 
be ftiled, Zhe Bed of Honour: However they fold their worthy Lives 


at a gallant rate; ‘It being affirmed by thofe few that (aot without - 


wonderfull difficulty, and many wounds) made their efcape, that the 
Indians loft as many Fighting men (not Counting women and chil- 
dren) in this Engagement, as were killed at the battle in the Swamp 
near Warraganfer, mentioned in ‘our laft Letter, which were gene- 
rally computed to be above Three hundred. 

The fame day fome Chriftians going to. a Meeting at Springfield 
with a {mall Guard, were ambufcaded by Eight /zdians, and a man 
and woman flain; and the reft (fuppofing the Enemies number £0 
have been greater then it was, for in truth our men were twice-as 


many, yet {truck with terrour, fled, and left two womenand two Chil- 


dren to the Enemies mercy, whom they carried away captive, great- 
ly infulting, that fo few of them fhould make fo many Englifh. fy? 
Of this accident Major Savage ‘at Hadly being immediatly advertifed 
by a Poft, fent {pecially on that occafion, aiacuhe a Party of Horfe 
to purfue the Enemy,,and the next morning found their Track, and 
foon after difcovered them 5 who feeing our men approach, took the two 
poor Infants, and in the fight both of their Mothers and our «men, 
toffed them up in the air, and dafht their brains out. againft the 
Rocks, and with their hackets knockt down the women, and forth- 
with fled: The place being exceeding rocky. anda Swamp juft by, -our 
horfe could not follow them, and on foot were not able to overtake 
them; So that the bloudy ‘Villains for the prefent efcaped deferved 
vengeance; Yet it pleafed God, that both the women revived, and 
being come again to their uriderftanding, one of them declared, that 
fhe knew every particular perfon of thefe Eight /vdiaws, and thatthey 


' advifed them to put all the men they could {light upon to death, but

to fave as many women and houfés as they could for them, cc. 

On Tuefday following, the barbarous Infidels deftroied fixty and fix 
Houfes, befides Barns.and Buildings in Seaconicke ; but we do not hear of 
any perfon there flain: On Wedzefdgy they ftormed Providence, and 
confumed the greateft part of the Hotifes , but without taking away 
the life of any perfon, except one Wright, of whom it is reported, 
That he was aman ofa fingular and fordid humour ; of great know- 
ledge in the Scriptures, but.of no particular profefled fet or perfwa- 
fion; one that derided Watches, Fortifications, and all publick en- 
deavours and adminiftrations for the common fafety; Infomuch that: 
after all alarms round about, he refufed to bring in any of his Goods 
( which were. of confiderable value) or to iheleek himfelf in any Ga- 


rifon, but prefumed he fhould be fafe in his own houfe, where the E- 
nemy found and butchered him : It is further credibly related con- 


eerning him, that he had’a ftrange confidence or rather ey es 
-. while 
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ee 








whilet heheld his Bible in his hand, he looked upon himfelf as fe 
cure from all kinde of violence; and that the Enemy finding him in 
that pofture, deriding his groundleffe apprehenfion or folly therein, 
ript him open, and put his Bible in his belly. 

But indeed the reafon that the Inhabitants of the Towns of Seaconick 
and Providence generally efcaped with their lives, is not to be attribu- 
ted to any compaffion or good-nature of the Zvdians, ( whofe very mer- 
ies are inhumane cruelties ), but ( next to Gods providence ) to their 
own prudence in avoiding their fury, when they found themfelves too 
weak and unable to refift it, by atimely Flight into Rhode-Sland, which 
now became the common Zoar, or place of Refuge for the Diftreffed ; 
yet fome remained till their coming to deftroy the faid Towns ; as in 
particular Mr Williams at Providence, who knowing feveral of the chief 
Tndians that came to fire that Town, difcourfed with them a contfide- 
rable tine, who pretended, their greateft quarrel was againit Plim- 
mouth ; and asfor what they attempted againit the other Colonies, they 
were conttrained to it, by the fpoil that was done them at Marraganfer 5 
They told him, that when Captain Pierce engaged them near Mr.Black- 
ftones,they were bound for Llimouth , They eloried much in their fucceffe, 





























promifing themfelves the Conqueft of the whole Country, and roots 
ing out of all the Englifh: Mr.Williams veproved their confidence, s 
minded them of their Cruelties, and told them, that the Bay, viz. Ss 
Bofton, could yet {pare Ten thoufand men; andif they fhould deftroy B 
all them, yet it was not to be doubted, but our King would fend as be 
many every year from Old England, rather then they fhould fhare the BS. 
Countrey; they anfwered proudly, That they fhould be ready for them, Bp 
or to that effect, but told Mr. Williams, that he was a good man, and Bw 
had been kinde to them formerly, and therefore they would not RB 
hurt him. re 
About the latter end of March, came advice from Mew-2ork, That B 
the Jvdians in a bravado had releafed two Englifh Captives, and fent B 
them down thither to give Information of what they had feen, which i 
‘was, That being carried with a Party three days Journey towards the B 
North-Eaft, from the place where King Philip lay (which was between Re. 
thirty and fourty Englifh miles from Mbany; He came up to an Indian ex 
Rendevouz made by amighty Sachem near Hofficke-River towards Caza- be 
da, where oneofthem told one and Twenty hundred men compleat , 
and the Zydians themfelves drawing out into three ranks, that he might Re. 
view them the better ) made him tell them over three times, who he he: 
{aid were generally well-armed with good fire-arms , and ‘moft of then: a 
young men, few fooldas forty; And that amongit them there were a- Ps. 
bout 500. of thofe with ftraws about their nofes, commonly called French- Pz. 
Indians ; That neither King Philip, northat party, confifting of about bs 
four hundred, were then with them , and that the faid Philips own men y 
were not above one hundred ;. himfelf being very fickly, andhaving but ‘B 
little efteem or authority amongft them. be 
One of the faid releaféd prifoners declared further, that from that rei- Ss 
devouz he returned with the reft towards Abany, being afterwards given Ba 
by the Worth-Jndians tothe Mahicanders ox River-Indians( who have been 1% 
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always fufpefted to be too kinde to thofe bloody ones of the Worths) And 
alfo affirms, that the faid Vorth-Zndians at the {aid rendevouz ina vapour- 
ing manner declared, that their intent was firlt to deftroy Conseéticor this 
Spring, then Bo/fox inthe Harveft, and afterwards the Dutch ( meaning 
what the Dutch had here. ) ) ; 

About the fame timealfo, there was much difcourfe and confultation 
about a project for giving thefe Northern Zdiavs that thas infefted and 
harafled Mew-Lngland, adiverfion, by engaging the A/ohucks ( another 
fort of Jndians, inhabiting towards ew-Zork and formerly inveterate 
éneinies to thefe )againffthem onthe other fide ; and it was certainly 
reported , that the Governour of Vew-Zork, would upon requeft and rea- 
fonable propofails freely make ufe of his intereft amongft that people 
( whichis very great ) for pores fo good a defigne; Yea, the Peguod 
Sachem (who always has contiaued freindly and faithful to the Englifh, 
venturing his men onall occafions , who have done very good ‘fervice } 
feemed much to wonder, that wedid not carry it on, affirming, that 
the faid AZohucks were the only perfons likely to put an end tothe war, by 
hindring the Enemy from planting , and forcing them down upon us ; 
but this counfell ( for I know not what good reafons of fomeamoneft us ). 
was not thought fit ( at leaft for the prefent ) to be fo vigouroufly purfued 
as fome expected: But to proceed with the Narrative. oe 

On the fecond of ri, Maj. Savage, Capt. AZofely, Capt. William 
Turnerand Capt. Whitpoll with 300 men marched from AZzrleborow to 
Quoboge, where they had ordered the Conze¢ticot Forces to attend their com- 
ing , and accordingly the parties being joined , endeavoured to finde out 
the Enemy and give them battel; Put thefe Heathens being like wolves 
and other beafts of prey, that commonly dotheir mifchiets in the Night , 
or by ftealth, durft not come forth out of the woods and Swamps where 
they lay. skulking in {mall companies; being fo light of foot, that they 
can run away when they lift, and paffe boggs, rocky mountains and | 
thickets where we could by no means purfue them ; only now and then 
we met with fome ftraglers before they were aware ; and one time march- 
ing towards /Vorthampton, hadabrisk difpute with a fmall party, who 
fell upon our rear, but we quickly repelled them , and killed about 20: 
ina hot purfuit after them, without the lofle ofone man on our fide, and 
but one wounded. 7 , aye 
« About the fame time Maj. Palmer having been {couring the 2Varragan- 
jets Country, brought in 30. ofthe Enemy, and 60. of L/iznicrofts people, 
which were about 30. fighting men, who delivered up themfelves to our _ 
protection ; we kept their wives and children fafely as hoftages, and made 
the men goabroad with ourparties, who did us great fervice in clearing 
the woods ; likewife the Pequods and Mohegins ( who proved a good guard 
to Mew London, Norwich, andthe Riversmouth ) brought in 27. of the 
Enemy and much plunder. 

April the 6. foln Vintbrope Efq. amember of the Royal Society , and 
Governour of Connecticot Colony, having like a faithfull patriot ferved his 
Country , dyed at Boffor of a natural diftemper after about 8. days fick- 
nefle, and wasthere interred imhis fathers Tomb, with an Univerfal fa- 
mentation’, and all the Honours that our diftrefles and diftraCtions wey

The next day the Governour intended to have marched out with about 
300 Exgli{h of his own Colony, and 50 Cape-Zndians, and all things were in 
4 readinelsaccordingly;, but not being fupplied withany affiftance from us, 
he wanted Soldiers tofecure his own Towns if they fhould be attacqued fud- 
denly by the Zedians (who lie in wait for fuch opportunities ) during his ab- 
fence, anid therefore was forced to let fall his defigne,and continue at home. 

The 11. of April Cap.Denifon with an 100. Englifb Volunteers belonging to 
Convetticot Colony and as many Indians, of whom fome were Movhegins, fome 
Peguods, and fome of Ninnicrofts men that had revolted from hinr; the faid 
friendly Zvdians being commanded by the young Sachem Unkus whofe Father 
(the only Chriftian Sagamore ) hath during all this War continued faithful ; 
Upon their March, ranging the Narraganfet Countrey near Potuxit, they fell 
upon a Party of the Enemy, Commanded by that famous but very bloudy-and 
cruel Sachem, Quononfhot, otherwife called AZyaxtonomy, whom the Ezglifb for- 


merly prefented with a rich Lac’t Coat; they fought very obftinately acon- — 


fiderable time, but at laft our men with very {mall lofle obtained the victory; 
killed above so of the Enemy on the place, andtook 40. more alive, anda- 
mong ft the reft that infolent Sachem Myantonomy himfelf, Aes with ano- 
ther Sechem; and feveral other of his chief Counfellors and friends; The faid 
Myantonomys carriage. was ftrangely proud and lofty after he was taken 5 be- 
ing examined why hedid foment that War which would certainly be the de- 
ftrudtion of him and all the Heathen Zedians in the country, &c. He would 
make no other reply to'any Interrogatories, but chis5 That he was borna 
Prince, andif Princes came to fpeak with him he would anfwer, but none. 
prefent being fuch, he thought himfelf obliged in honour to hold his tongue, 
‘nd not hold difcourfe with fuch perfons below his birth:and quallity; He 
toldthem, he wifht rather to diethen to continue un der confinement; that 
all he deGired was not to:be tortured, but prefently put to death, which he 
yequefted might be done by young Uskus that aided us,as acknowledging him 
his fellow Prince, yet withallthreatned , he had 2000. men would revenge 


his death feverely ; whereforé our Forces fearing an efcape, put the ftouteft 


men to the Sword, but preferved AZyantonomy till they returned to Stoneing- 
ton, where our /zdianfriends and mott of the: Azglifb Soldiers, declaring to 
the Commanders theirfear, that the Znglifb fhould upon conditions releafe 
him, and that then he would (though the Anglifb might have peace with him) 
be very pernicious te thofé Zzdians that now affifted us, the faid Zzdians (on 
thefe confidetationsyand the mifchiefs and murthers he had done,during this 


|. war) permitted to put him to death; ‘and that all might fhare in the glory of 


deftroying fo great a Prince , and come under the obligation of fidelity each 


| to other, the Pequods fhot him, the AZohegins.cut off his head, and quartered 


his body, and the AVizmicrofis mem made the fire, and burned his quarters ; 
andas atoken of their loveand fidelity to the Axg/i{b, prefented his head to 
the Council at Hartford. |

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. About the fame time we had infprmation from an Zpdizn fy taken by our 
Army, that the Enemy had a defigne on the next day to fall upon the Garifon; 
and {ome few houfesthat remained at AZarleborough, to revenge the death of 
one of their eminent men that was flain when they were laft there (his name 
being concealed): Upon which our Major Generall, who was fent to meet 
Major Savage, and accompany him and his Forces to Boftom, commanded C apt. 
Mofelej and another Captain with their Companies thither, to abide and ex- 
pect the Enemy 24 hours, butthey not coming inthat time, our faid Forces 
were called home and disbanded, to the diffatisfaGtion of {ome people who 
thereupon feared the like fatall confequences, that but a little before attended 
the like occafion . Nor were fuch their apprehenfions vain, for within 4 days 
afterwards news arrived at Boffon, that all the houfes at the faid Town of 
Adarleborough (except the Garifon,) were deftroied. ast te 

April 20. Capt. Wadfworth of Dorchefter, being defigned with an 100. men 
to repair to Mar/borough,to ftrengthen the Garifon,and remove the goods,¢e, 
there, did accordingly this Evening march with about 70 men from Sudbury, 
the reft of his men not appearing ; The Enemy who were abouta 1000 ftrong 
lay nearhispaflage, but kept themfelves undifcovered, and permitted him to 
pafle chem in thenight, butinthe morning aflaulted and burned moft of the 
Houfes.in Swdbery davethofe that were ingarifon’d:) Upon which the Town 
of Concord receiving the Alarm, 12 refoluté young men haftened from thence 
to,their Neighbours relief, bat were.way-laid, and it. of thenrcut off; But 
by. the time Capt. /Vzd/worth was come to AZariborough, the alarmand news. 
of this difafter overtook him, and although he had marched all theday and 
night before, aridihis men. much wearied,. yet he haftned back againand was 
accompanied by, ‘Capt. Brocklebank Commander of the Garifon at AZarlebo- 
rough, with what {mall. number he durft {pare out of his Garifon , when! 
they arrived within a mileand a halfiof Swdbury; The Enemy having hid 
themfelves behind the hills, fent forth 2 or 3 to crofs the March of our forces, 
and: being {een to counterfeit themfelves affrighted, and fly, thereby to. 
trapan, our men into their ambufcade, which mifchievous defigne fucceed- 
edi according to their wifhes; for or:men purfuing them, and: being: 
not above So: in number, and thofe miferably tired as well with tedious 
marches, as for want of fleep, were fuddenly fet upon, and on every fide. 
enicompaffed with the Enemy, being about atooo: ftrong 3 yet not at all 
difmaied with their. numbers, nor difmal fhouts, and horrid yellings, 
ours made a moft couragious refiftance ;-and having gained the top ota 
hill,.they from thence gallantly deferided themfelvés withthe lofs of 5 
den inear 4 houts!; The cowardly Savages: difhearined with the fight. of 
fo. many, of their fellows flain in the-firft attacque, not daring to’ ven- 
ture clofe upon-them, yet (that we may not think thefe barbarians alto- 
gether unacquainted with ftratagems, norfo filly as to neglect any ad- 
vantages,) at laftthey fet the;woods on fire to the windward of our men, 
which by reafon.of the winde blowing very hard and the grafs being 
exceeding dry, burnt with aterrible fercenefs, and with the fmoak and 
heat was like to choak them, fo that being no longer ableat once to re- 
fift the approaching fire, and the cruel enemy, they were forced to quit 
that advantagious poft in. diforder; which the Zzdiaws taking advantage 
of, came onupon them like fo many tigers, and dulling theirattive bo 
Wit 
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iwith exceffive numbers, obtained the difhosour of a victory; our twd 
Captains, after incdmparable proofs of their refolution and gallantry 3 
being flain upon the place 5 together with moft of their men; but thofe 
few that remained, efcaped to a Mill, which they defended till night, 
when they were hapily refcued by Capt. Prentice, who coming in the day 
haftily, though fomewhat too late to the relief of Capt. Wadfworth, having 
not aboue Six Troopers that were able to keep way with, him: fell into 
a pound, or place near Sudbury Towns end, where all paflages were ftopt 
by the Lydians 5 and had not Captain Cowell (who, in his return from 
Quoboge had avoided the Common Rode providentiays at that inftant 
come thither with about thirty Dragoons (who were forced to fight their 


way through) and two Files of men fent from a Garifon to fecure ano- 


“ther paflage, which the Enemy haftned to ftop againft Captain Cowell,
